SMGrtiy after the Seraphin docked, 
& gang plank was lowered and a few 
persons were allowed on board. 

The refugees were found sitting in 
isolated groups. They gave evidence 
of great mental! depression, and were 
utterly exhausted. They seemed hardly 
conscious of their surroundings. 

Most of them were held tn the thral! 
of experiences. 

One old man was carryi a little 
girl in his arms. The sana wes cov- 
ered with blood. 

“Ie that your child?’ he was asked. 

“No,” he replied, “yet I found her on 
the pavement in Messina. I picked her 
up and cared for her. No one claimed 
her, and I could not abandon her.* I 
have had her in my arms ever since.” 

With this touching explanation the 
old man became oblivious to his ques- 
tioners and everything around him. 

The Seraphin brought into this port 
records of numberiess tragedies: fami- 
lies separated; mothers moaning and 
crying for their dead children: hus- 
bands and wives jost to each other. or 
a sole survivor wishing that he had 
not been spared. 

There waswne girl on board the

SAVED BY HIS BED. 

The stories toid by these unfortunate 
refugees are almost unbelievable.

The Russian cruiser Admire! Maka- 
roff came in here today from Messina 
with 400 wounded on beard, and the 
steamer Therophie likewise has 
brought hundregis of refugees.

their loved ones were among the peo- 
ple on board. Others are seeking 
vainly for a way to get down to Mes- 
sina. 

While the destruction of Messina 
and Reggio was due primarily to the 
earthquake, the tidal wave caused 
enormous damage. in the narrow 


wave, thirty feet high. It then drew 
back from the coast, as if gaining 
strength for an onslaught that weuld 
obliterate the land. - So violent was 
the motion of the atmosphere, co- 
incident with the tidal wave, that 
several workmen engaged in digging 
a pit on the Calabrian side of the 
strait were carried bodily up into the 
air. 

Suddenly stopping in its backward 
sweep, the water of the strait hurled 
itself upon the two coasts. 

INEXORABLE FLOOD. 

Inexorably they advanced, and piers, 
houses and gardens were swallowed 
up in the fleod. Above some places 
on the coast of Sicily the water swept 
over the earth for a distance of ten 
miles. The ground for a great dis- 
tance trembled under the shock-+of the 
impact. 
eA naval officer who witnessed this 
awe-ingepiring spectacle, described it in 
these words: 

“It seemed as if two mountains, one 
of water, the other of iand, fell fn- 
riously. the one toward the other, and 
as if the land vomited human habita- 
tions into the sea.” 

Nine thousand tents, each capable 
of housing six persons, and 2000 pieces 
of bDiankets, have been shipped from 
here to Sicily and Calabria. 

REGGIO CUT OFF. 

The sea front at Reggio has been 
completely swept away, according to 
statements of refugees. 

The harbor is filled with wreckage 
from vessela of every kind, and it is 
impossible to approach Reggio by sea 
or land. For a distance of twelve 
miles from the city roads, bridges and 
footpaths have been destroyed. Even 
the face of the country has been 
changed.

REFUGEE TELLS OF | 
HORRORS AT MESSINA. 


fAssOclATED PREPS NIGHT REPORT.» 

NAPLES, Dec. 30.—The steamer The- 
rapie is lying off. Naples, crowded 
With refugees from Messina, bereaved 
men, starving women, and weeping 
children, al! with the stamp of fear 
still upon their faces. One of the 
refugees, a man employed with a Ger- 
man cotton firm in the lost city said: 

essina is utterly destroyed. Noth- 

ing remained when I left but a part 
of the citadel. A few soldiers are the 
lone survivors of the whole garrison. 
I was asleep when the first shock 
awoke me. I lit my lamp an@ al] was 
quiet and I turned to sleep agein. Sud- 
dently fresh shocks occurred, violent 
and terrifying. 1 arose quickly, but 
the house was swaying and my door 
was jammed. I tore the sheets from 
the bed and made a rope and lowered 
myself from the window to the ground. 
An Italian family of five persons es- 
caped from the house by the aid of 
we. 

“No sooner were we in the 
than the house collapsed. I 
assist in the work of rescue, t it 
was useless. The horror and confu- 
sion were indescribable. All day I wan- 
dered in the wrec Streets. No food 
could be secured. ad only a few 


nuts to eat. The head of my firm was 
lost and his brother had to go to the 


| Streets begging for bread for his wife 


and children. There was no organize- 
work of rescue. 

“The prison was destroyed and the 
wardens killed, but most of the con- 
viets escaped. They prowled about the 
ruins, robbing and murdering. They 
cut off the fingers of the dead an.J 
woundel to get the rings. Some of 
them were singing songe of liberty as 
they plied the knife. 

“A Russian vessel lying in the har- 
bor was thrown into the street by the 
tidal wave. Other veSsele foundered. 
Rallway lines were swallowed up. The 
aquare known as the Campo Santo col- 
lapsed and sank. Only the summits 
of a few ruined buildings still emerged 
from the wreck. What remained of 
the population when I left was camp- 
ing near the harbor.”

“Tt is a terrible country for earth- 
quakes,” she said. “In Sicily, people 
are taught to rush to an archway or 
window as soon as the slightest shock 
is felt. This is because the arch is the 
strongest part of the wall. When we 
were children we were taught this and 
even now when I feel a tremor of any 
kind I often scream and fly to a win- 
dow. That is why Signor Caruso 
rushed to the window in the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake.”

AT PHOENIX. 


Discussion of Statehood Absorbs 
Much Attention and Gov. Kibbey is 
Formulating Proposal to Set at 
Rest Doubts of Those Who Fear 
Radical Element Will Get Control. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Dec. 28.—The 
twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly of 
Arizona will meet in Phoenix on the 
third Monday of January, the 18th. It 
will be strongly Democratic in both 
branches. Though Statehood is be- 
lieved near and there seems no neces- 
sity for any notable changes in the 
laws of the Territory, the session is 
expected to be even more active in 
lawmaking than its predecessor, which 
was somewhat remarkable in that line.

that influence and for her own stand- 
ing. The model type of woman is she 
who exerts her influence by “the mute 
eloquence of duties well performed.” 
Women there are who would be just 
as outspoken and demonstrative of 
their influence over men as their kins- 
folks of the Weet, but such in Japan 
belong only to the lower classes. The 
higher the station of life, the m 
humble and modest will be the de- 
meanor of the woman. The mannish 
woman receives just as much can- 
tempt as the effeminate man. The eub- 
dued appearance the Japanese wife 
generally presents to an outsider is no 
reflection of the treatment she ia - 
ceiving at the hand of her husband. 
the contrary, the more womanly «a 
wife appears the greater the amount 
of influence she exerts over her hus- 
band and aiso of respect she commands 
from him. 

In moet cases the woman is the soul 
of the household. She is held respon- 
sible for the health and education of 
the children, not only before they are 
old enough to attend the school, but 
even afterward. But the living moral 
power and sentiment are principally 
the fruit of the mother’s daily effort, 

The housewtfe in Japan, say with two 
or three children, has very ‘little time 
for society. In fact, society life, ap it 
is understood in Europe and America, 
hae no existence in real Japan. The 
sense of responsibility the wife feels 
for the welfare of her husband and 
children {is too great to allow of per- 
sonal pleasure to the exclusion of 
duty. The wife so inclined is sure to 
become a subject of remark by her
